Peter Lougheed: 1928 — 2012 


Rest in peace. 

Province’s lOth premier 
passes away Thursday 
in the hospital that 
bears his name 


Peter Lougheed—the man with 
a bulldog chin and crooked grin 
who transformed Alberta into a 
modem petro-powered giant 
and an equal player in Confed¬ 
eration — has died. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s office confirmed the 
84-year-old former premier’s 
death Thursday. 

“On behalf of all Canadians, 
Laureen and I offer our deep¬ 
est sympathies to the family 
and fiiends of Peter Lougheed,” 
Harper said in a statement. 

The Calgaiy-bom lawyer 
and Alberta premier from 1971 
to 1985 leaves behind a pro¬ 
found record of achievement 
and influence on pubhc policy. 

He Idck-started petroleum 
diversification by nurturing 
oilsands development, which 
now sprawls throughout north¬ 
ern Alberta, has brought the 
province bilhons of doUars and 
made it the economic driver of 
the country. 

He created a multibilhon- 
doUar nest egg Heritage Savings 
Tmst Fund as oil revenue began 
to pour in and championed 
medical research. 

He helped patriate the Con¬ 
stitution and fought for a not¬ 
withstanding clause to ensure 
Canada would ultimately be

He was named to the Or¬ 
der of Canada in 1987 and the 
Alberta Order of Excellence in 
1989.

This summer, the Institute 
for Research and Public Policy 
named him Canada’s best pre¬ 
mier in the last 40 years. 

He leaves behind his wife, 
four children and seven grand¬ 
children.

The chairman of Alberta 
Health Services says he’s sorry 
for any money that may have 
been spent on things not 
related to delivering health 
care. 

Stephen Lockwood made 
the public apology Thursday 
over questionable executive 
expenses that have come to 
light recently 

“I am here today to person¬ 
ally apologize to all of the 
residents of this great prov¬ 
ince for monies that may have 
been spent by any predeces¬ 
sor organization of AHS on 
expenses not related to health 
care in Alberta,” said the 
newly appointed Lockwood. 

“I believe this is my time 
to stand up and be account¬ 
able.” 

The agency that adminis¬ 
ters health care in the prov¬ 
ince was formed when health 
authorities were merged as 
a cost-cutting measure. It 
has been dogged by contro¬ 
versy since two senior health 
executives quit this summer 
over expense claims totalling 
$346,000. 

Allaudin Merali resigned as 
chief financial officer over his 
claims for expensive restau¬ 
rant meals, maintenance for 
his Mercedes and internation¬ 
al trips when he worked for 
Capital Health. 

Sheila Weatherill, who 
was Merali’s boss at the time, 
stepped down from the board 
of Alberta Health Services 
within days. 

“Although we and our 
organization are in no way 
responsible for the actions 
of our predecessors, we are 
responsible today for ensur¬ 
ing the public trust, and I am 
genuinely sorry that we are 
at the point where we must 
rebuild that trust,” said Lock- 
wood after a board meeting in 
Grande Prairie, Alta.

Councillors struggle

City councillors shed some 
light Thursday on why the 
Katz Group wants more pub¬ 
lic money for a new down¬ 
town arena. 

“It covers all things from 
property taxation to operat¬ 
ing costs of the building to 
ongoing operations of the 
Oilers,” said Coun. Don Ive- 
son. 

A letter to the city from 
the Katz Group released 


late Wednesday highlighted 
items yet to be resolved as 
sharing cost overruns on 
both the arena and the Win¬ 
ter Garden, securing a ca¬ 
sino arrangement, lease rev¬ 
enue rights, timelines and 
delays, and whether or not 
more money should come 
from the city’s community 
revitalization levy. 

But councillors said de¬ 
tails of what was asked for 
and discussed behind closed 
doors Wednesday have not 
been publicly released. 

“I can’t comment specif¬ 
ically, but there are a num¬ 
ber of things — certainly 
taxation, operating costs 
of the facility — included 
in that, and an assortment 
of different conditions that 
were never discussed prior 
to (Wednesday),” said Goun.

One of those is the new 
office tower slated for the 
area, which the Katz Group 
wants the city to be the 
main tenant of, he added. 

And despite the Katz 
Group now saying the arena 
can’t be built for a budget 
of $450 million. Mayor Ste¬ 
phen Mandel said the cost 
of the building — currently 
$470 million — is not a con¬ 
cern. 

“I’m sure that council, if 
there were no other issues 
... would finalize this thing 
and look at some of that 
favourably,” said Mandel. 
“But of issues one to 
20, that’s 19-and-a- 
half.”

2,000 homes. 

Public celebration 
and furniture drive 
on Saturday to 
celebrate milestone

Furniture makes any house 
feel homey, but it can be hard 
to come by if you don’t have a 
lot of money. 

Find: Furnishing Hope 
is a second-hand furniture 
store operated by Home¬ 
ward Trust that also pro¬ 
vides furniture and house- 
wares to people making the 
transition out of homeless¬ 
ness through the Housing 
First Support Program. 

This weekend, Find is cele¬ 
brating furnishing more than 
2,000 homes for free since 
2008 — or, more specifically 
2,107 — said general man¬ 
ager Paul Lepine. 

“It’s pretty awesome,” said 
Lepine. “The team that we 
have in place here is really 
socially committed.” 

According to Homeward 


Trust’s Janelle Aker, those 
who use the Housing First 
program are able to pick out 
what they want once they are 
placed, and then it’s deliv¬ 
ered for free. 

Shawna Lincoln, engaged 
with seven children, used 
Find a few months ago. 

After moving from a 
small town in B.C. and in¬ 
itial living arrangements 
not working out, the family 
wound up in a hotel. 

Through the YMCA, they 
were put in touch with 
Homeward Trust — and now 
have a five-bedroom home 
with dressers, couches, beds, 
dishes and TVs. 

“It provided us with every¬ 
thing we needed to get by 
with our everyday living,” 
said Lincoln. 

Find is not only for those 
involved in the Housing First 
program though, stressed 
Lepine, but anyone who 
would like to buy second¬ 
hand furniture, such as stu¬ 
dents, low-income families, 
and those who want to re¬ 
duce, reuse and recycle. 

Lepine said the store 
is continuing to grow as 
people become aware of 
what they do. All proceeds 
go back into Find.

West Nile. Province 
confirms two new 
human cases of virus 


Two new cases of West Nile 
have been confirmed in the 
province, but health offi¬ 
cials say the threat of the 
virus will die out as colder 
weather approaches. 

AHS said Thursday both 
new cases are females under 
the age of 65. One infection 
is neurological while the 
other is not. 

This brings the total 
number of human cases to 
seven this year. 

“When we get into fall 
and when we’ve had a kill¬ 
ing frost, that tends to be 
the end of mosquitoes for 
that season,” said Dr. Judy 
MacDonald, medical officer 
of health with AHS.

A former day-home oper¬ 
ator in southern Alberta 
has pleaded guilty to 
criminal negligence caus¬ 
ing the death of a toddler. 

Erin Jackman was 
charged with manslaugh¬ 
ter and was to go on trial 
in Medicine Hat on Oct. 1. 

Crown prosecutors 
called the revised charge 
an “alternative offence, 
not a lesser one.” 

Jackman is to be sen¬ 
tenced on Oct. 18. 

The 18-month-old child 
died in Alberta Children’s 
Hospital in Calgaiy in July 
2010 from massive head 
trauma.

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Cyclists and drivers to 
make nice with bike box

The city’s hoping cyclists will 
now think inside the bike 
box. 

Situated at a busy intersec¬ 
tion along 87 Avenue near 
the U of A, the painted green 
square with a white bike S 3 nn- 
bol is meant to allow safe left 
turns for cyclists, but on its 
inaugural day, it left some 
wondering how to use it. 

“It looks like a good idea 
— I can see it gives you more 
space as a cyclist. You have 
your own lane, so yeah. I’d 
use it,” said 18 year-old Adam 
(last name withheld), a U of A 
student who regularly cycles 
to school. 

Andrew Siggelkow, a city 


transportation engineer, said 
as people understand how 
to use it, the bike boxes will 
make intersections better for 
everyone. 

“It allows drivers and cyc¬ 
lists to act more predictably 
and be aware of one another, 
helping them share the road,” 
he said. 

Cyclists are meant to stop 
inside the green box at an 
intersection, ahead of cars, 
and move to the left part of 
the green square if they in¬ 
tend to turn left. Putting the 
cyclist ahead of cars means 
greater visibility, said Siggel¬ 
kow, so cychsts are less likely 
to be sideswiped or cut off. 
They are also less likely to get 
stuck tr 3 dng to get around a 
right-turning vehicle, so con¬ 
ditions are more comfortable 
for drivers.

Popping up 


• Design. The bike box is a 
painted green and white 
square at designated 
intersections. Located 
at 116 Street and 87 
Avenue, it costs from 
$ 5,000 to $ 8,000 and is 
the first of many that will 
spring up around the city 
in coming months. 


• Promotion. An education 
campaign to educate 
the public about the 
bike box is underway. It 
includes newspaper ads 
and an online instruc¬ 
tional video. Go to 
edmonton.ca/bikebox 
for more. 


• Encouragement. The 
bike box is part of the 
city's goal to increase 
bicycle infrastructure in 
town, and to encourage 
Edmontonians to use 
cycling as a transporta¬ 
tion alternative.

Terry Fox’s brother invites locals for a run 



When Cynthia Smith was 
21 and going through years 
of treatment for thyroid 
cancer, she did it privately, 
keeping the fear and pain to 
herself. 

But the now 35 year-old 
survivor who will be speak¬ 
ing at schools in advance of 
the Terry Fox Run said she 
wishes she had reached out 
for the support offered at 
the annual run. 

“I do the run every year 
and it makes me cry every 
time,” said Smith. 

“There is just so much 
love and support from other 
cancer survivors and those 


touched by the disease.” 

Fred Fox, Terry’s older 
brother and head of the 
Terry Fox Foundation, was 
in Edmonton Thursday to 
kick-start our city’s Sunday 
run at Hawrelak Park, and 
he spoke of the legacy left 
by his brother. 

“Terry’s personality 
touched people — it was his 
honesty and integrity and 
that he was willing to sacri¬ 
fice his body to raise money 
for cancer,” said Fox, who 
works with his siblings to 
carry on Terry’s dream. 

“It’s pretty cool to see 
kids that weren’t born at 


the time of Terry’s run take 
up the cause like he did.” 

Edmonton run organizer 
Vikas Chadha said he and 
fellow U of A students have 
taken on the run as their 
own, raising over $70,000 
last year. 

With well over 1,000 ex¬ 
pected at this year’s event, 
Chadha hopes to beat that 
total. 

“It’s just an important 
cause. Run, walk — partici¬ 
pate somehow,” he said. 

The Terry Fox Run and 
barbecue start at 10 a.m. 
Sunday.

Woods may be 
linked to 2011

Edmonton police believe 
a personal robbery that 
occurred in Mill Woods 
last weekend could be 
linked to other incidents 
from last year. 


According to police, a 
woman was walking on 
Mill Woods Road South 
around 10 p.m. on Sun¬ 
day to withdraw money 
from an ATM. She was 
approached from behind, 
assaulted with a weapon 
and robbed as she walked 
home on 75 Street. 

Investigators said 
Thursday that the 
suspect’s shoes — de¬ 
scribed as bright white 


skateboard-t 5 ^e sneakers, 
which stood out to the 
woman — are key, 

“There are two key 
factors that are leading 
us to believe this incident 
could be linked to two 
others that occurred in 
November 2011,” said 
Southeast CIS Det. Brad 
Jones in a release. “The 
nature of these incidents 
was very similar and the 
complainants were as¬ 


saulted in the same area. 
We are taking this matter 
very seriously and want 
to remind the public to 
be aware of their sur¬ 
roundings.” 

The suspect is desc¬ 
ribed as a white male, 
six feet tall and between 
160 and 170 pounds. At 
the time, he was wearing 
a dark-coloured hoodie, 
blue jeans and the white 
sneakers. He may have 


dark hair.

New exhibit looks at women 
on the edge of early society 

Pioneer Ladies. 

Role of prostitutes, 
pornographers and 
madams is explored

A new exhibit at the University 
of Alberta is exploring the role 
women on the edge of society 
played in the early days of life 
on the Prairies. 

Pioneer Ladies examines the 
roles of women who worked as 
prostitutes, madams and even 
pornographers. The exhibit in¬ 
corporates clothing and quilts 
from the early 1900s, and the 
women’s stories and mug shots. 

“Woman on the margins 
often get left out, but we learn 
so much about Canadian his¬ 
tory, particularly the parts 
people don’t talk about, when 
we look at women on the mar¬ 
gins,” said onator Laurie Ber¬ 
tram. 

Bertram said in the early 
days of life on the Prairies 
madams were a part of society 
and while there were often 
calls for their arrest and pun¬ 
ishment, police often tolerated 
and even supported their ef¬ 
forts. 

“Often you see madams de-

manding the respect and get¬ 
ting the support of local police 
and regional police,” she said. 
“You also see business interests 
demanding that there be this 
kind of informal ‘red-hght’ sys¬ 
tem.” 

Bertram has been touring 
the coimtry with the exhibit 
and tries to add a local flavour. 
Here in Edmonton she focused 
on the stoiy of Big Nelly Webb, 
who was acquitted of shooting 
a Moimtie who pushed his way 
into her home. Bertram said 
even the Edmonton Bulletin 
came to Webb’s defence. 

She said she doesn’t want to 
glamourize the sex trade, but at 
the same time points out that 
widespread violence was not as 
much a part of it as it is today.

Edmonton police Sgt. Gary Willits, 

on the worrying trend of children being left 
behind in vehicles 


as police are responding 
to about one call a day for 
children who have been left 
unattended outside schools 
and shopping centres. 


“It’s not a safe pace to 
leave your child and that is 
the main message we want 
to send out today,” said Sgt. 
Gary Willits, head of the 
children-at-risk response 
team. 

He says in most cases it’s 
not a matter of negligence, 
but parents simply not see¬ 
ing the danger. 

“For that moment of 
convenience people lose 
their judgment, and it is 
that poor judgment that 
gets people into trouble,” 


he said. 

Willits says children 
can become anxious if they 
wake up and are alone. They 
can get caught in seat belts 
and even windows, and in 
worst-case scenarios they 
can be abducted or walk 
away from the vehicle. 

“Is a moment of conven¬ 
ience worth a lifetime of re¬ 
gret?” Willits asked. 

He also encourages 
people who see a child left 
in a vehicle to call 911 and 
wait until police arrive.

Christian Egyptian made

U.S. Federal authorities have 
identified a Coptic Christian 
Egyptian in southern Califor¬ 
nia who is on probation after

It was not immediate¬ 
ly clear whether Nakoula was 
part of the broader investiga¬ 
tion into the deaths of U.S. 
Ambassador Chris Stevens 
and three other Americans in 
Libya, the associated press

It started when Ikhwan- 
web, the Twitter page of 
the Muslim Brotherhood, 
retweeted a message in Eng¬ 
lish from the group’s deputy 


head, Khairat el-Shater. 

“We r relieved none of (at) 
USEmbassyCairo staff were 
harmed & hope US-Eg rela¬ 
tions will sustain turbulence 
of Tuesday’s events.” 

“Thanks,” the embassy re¬ 
plied. “By the way, have you 
checked out your own Arabic 
feeds? I hope you know we 
read those too.” 

“We understand you’re 
under a lot of stress,” came 
the Ikhwanweb retort, “but 
still it will be more helpful 
if you point out exactly the 
Arabic feed of concern.”

Prophet protests 
target embassies 


Controversial film. 

Perceived ridicule of 
Muhammad inflames 
Islamists’ tempers, 
anti-American and 
anti-Israeli violence 


Chanting “death to Amer¬ 
ica” and “death to Israel,” 
hundreds of protesters an¬ 
gered by an anti-Islam film 
stormed the U.S. Embassy 
compound in Yemen’s capital 
and burned the American flag 
on Thursday, the latest in a 


series of attacks on American 
diplomatic missions in the 
Middle East. 

The string of assaults this 
week, in Yemen, Egypt and 
the storming of a U.S. con¬ 
sulate in Libya that killed 
four Americans, point to an 
increased boldness among 
Islamists who have become 
more powerful since last 
year’s wave of revolts toppled 
authoritarian leaders. 

The anger over the movie 
denigrating Islam’s Prophet 
Muhammad has also put the 
region’s new leaders — some 
of whom are themselves 
Islamists — in a difficult cor¬ 


ner, between a base demand¬ 
ing a free hand to respond to 
the insult and U.S. pressure to 
crack down. In the past, pro¬ 
tests have broken out over 
perceived insults to Islam 
from the West, but in Arab 
countries they never escalat¬ 
ed to the degree of breaching 
embassies, suggesting now 
hard-liners feel they can act 
with impunity. 

Yemen’s president. Abed 
Rabbo Mansour Hadi, quickly 
apologized to the U.S. for the 
embassy attack and vowed to 
track down the culprits, just 
as Libya’s president did.

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Romney opts for ‘safer political ground’ 


U.S. election. 

Republican candidate 
decides to tackle 
Obama's position 
on the economy 


Republican presidential chal¬ 
lenger Mitt Romney veered 
away from a blistering two 
days of ill-timed attacks on 
President Barack Obama’s 
handling of foreign affairs 


Thursday, and instead steered 
to safer political ground: the 
struggling American econ¬ 
omy. 

At a campaign appearance 
in Virginia, Romney returned 
to his standing promises 
to revitalize the U.S. econ¬ 
omy, which he said is a first 
requirement for continued 
American military domin¬ 
ance. 

Recalling Obama’s suc¬ 
cessful 2008 campaign mes¬ 
sage of hope and change. 


Romney told his audience in 
a Washington suburb: “We 
want real changes. I’m going 
to bring real change and get 
America working again.” 

Romney’s dramatic move 
back to campaigning on the 
U.S. economy, the No. 1 issue 
for American voters, followed 
heavy political fire from 
Obama, congressional Demo¬ 
crats and even some power¬ 
ful Republican voices. He was 
roundly criticized for seeking 
political advantage by accus¬ 


ing the president of apologiz¬ 
ing to radical Islamists as they 
killed a U.S. ambassador and 
three other diplomatic work¬ 
ers in Libya and attacked the 
U.S. embassy in Eg 3 q)t. 

Romney’s message Thurs¬ 
day was a reprise intended to 
remind voters of his long ca¬ 
reer in high finance and busi¬ 
ness as co-founder of Bain 
Capital, a private-equity firm 
from which he amassed a 
quarter-billion-dollar fortune.

Cecil’s lawyer, Francis On- 
yango, said his client was not 
released on bail because his 
passport, wanted by the magis¬ 
trate, had been confiscated by 
the police. 

Cecil told The Associated 
Press that the play, whose 
main character is a gay busi¬ 
nessman who finally gets 
killed by his own employees, 
was performed eight times at

Parasite 


Sdentists tracking 
spread of tapeworm 

Animal health researchers 
are watching what appears to 
be moimting evidence of the 
spread of a potentially danger¬ 
ous parasite in coyotes, foxes 
and other animals in Canada.

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Captain, crew 
faulted in tragedy 



Cruise chaos. 

Passengers have 
described confused, 
delayed evacuation 


Court-appointed experts have 
pointed the finger of blame 
primarily at the captain of a 
cruise ship that ran agroimd off 
Italy, but also faulted the crew 
and ship owner for a series of 
blimders, delays and security 
breaches that contributed to 
the disaster and the deaths of 
32 people. 

The Costa Concordia ran 
agroimd and capsized Jan. 13 
off the Tuscan island of Giglio 
after Capt. Francesco Schettino 
took it off course in a stunt. He 
is accused of causing the ship¬ 
wreck, manslaughter and aban¬ 
doning the ship before all pas¬ 
sengers were evacuated. 

Eight other people are also 
under investigation, and the 
court in Grosseto ordered the 
expert investigation to help it 
determine which if any should 
be put on trial. 

A hearing is scheduled for 
next month. 


In a 270-page analysis, the 
experts said a series of prob¬ 
lems hobbled the response to 
Schettino’s manoeuvre and 
contributed to the botched 
evacuation: Crew members 
bungled directions, didn’t 
understand orders and weren’t 
trained or certified in security 
and emergency drills. 

And they said ship owner 
Costa Crociere delayed alerting 
coastal authorities about the 
emergency — a charge Costa 
denied Thursday. 

In a statement, Costa said 
by law it was Schettino who 
was supposed to have alerted 


authorities about the accident, 
and that the captain assured 
the Costa crew on land that he 
had done so. 

And regardless, Costa said, 
Schettino’s reports to Costa’s 
headquarters were so delayed, 
partial and confused that the 
company couldn’t discern how 
serious &e emergency was. 

And Costa fhmly rejected 
the experts’ claims that the 
crew was unprepared for emer¬ 
gencies, saying the “alleged 
defects in the certifications of 
some of the crew” didn’t affect 
the evacuation.

New court documents show 
the Canadian government 
is defending itself against 
allegations it is deliberately 
dragging its feet in allowing 
Omar Khadr to return from 
Guantanamo Bay by argu¬ 
ing much of the delay is the 
fault of the Americans. 

In an affidavit filed in re¬ 
sponse to a Federal Court ap¬ 
plication by Khadr’s lawyers, 
a senior public safety offi¬ 
cial cites two main reasons 
for the lack of a decision to 
an application for Khadr to 
serve out his sentence in 
Canada — something he was 
eligible to do starting last 
October. 


The first reason cited 
was a delay in Washing¬ 
ton’s approval of the trans¬ 
fer — granted only this past 
spring. 

The second reason was 
Public Safety Minister Vic 
Toews’s request for sealed 
videos of mental assess¬ 
ments of the inmate done 
for military prosecutors — 
apparently only discovered 
in February through media 
reports. 

Khadr pleaded guilty to 
five crimes, including mur¬ 
der, in violation of the rules 
of war before a widely dis¬ 
credited military commis¬ 
sion in October 2010. He ap¬ 
plied to transfer to Canada 
in April of last year. 

In an affidavit by Mary 
Campbell, the Correctional 
Service of Canada finished 
processing the application 
in October 2011 — around 
the time Khadr was eligible 
to return under terms of his 
widely reported plea deal.

Hadfield, an avid guitar 
player, says he’s planning 
on doing some serious 
space jamming during his 
six-month visit to the Inter¬ 
national Space Station. 

The veteran astronaut 
is scheduled to blast off 
aboard a Russian spacecraft 
on Dec. 5, with NASA astro¬ 
naut Tom Marshburn and 
Russian cosmonaut Roman 
Romanenko. 

Both of his travelling 
space companions also play 
guitar. Romanenko actually 
played with U2 when the 
group visited Moscow in 



2010, while Marshburn is a 
classical guitarist. 

Hadfield says he’s plan¬ 
ning to do some song-writ¬ 
ing while he gazes down at 


the Earth. 

“On board the space sta¬ 
tion, there’s a Canadian gui¬ 
tar made in Vancouver, but 
there’s also a keyboard and 
a ukelele,” he said. 

The 53-year-old astro¬ 
naut says that while he’ll 
be busy doing experiments 
and maintaining the space 
station, he’ll also take time 
during evenings and week¬ 
ends to play and record the 
songs he’s written. 

Some of those sessions 
will include other members 
of the musical astronaut 
trio. 

“It’s an extension of com¬ 
munication,” Hadfield said. 

“We can talk in Russian, 
we can talk in French, we 
can talk in English and we 
can talk in music — and it’s 
a really fundamental hu¬ 
man form of artistic com¬ 
munication.”

Nathan Cullen —

House Leader Nathan 
Cullen said his party is 
focused on opposing the 
Conservative government 
while giving Canadians a 
sense of the NDP’s prior¬ 
ities.

Unsurprisingly, jobs and 
the economy appear to be 
top of mind for Conserva¬ 
tive House Leader Peter 
Van Loan, whose party will 
bring in another omnibus 
budget bill this fall. 

“Our top priority is the 
economy, job creation and 
economic growth. That has 
been the case and it will 
continue in the fall. That 
means the cornerstone 
in legislation will be the 
budget implementation 
act, which will put into 
law the elements of the 
budget from the spring 
that we haven’t passed yet 
... Everything in it will be 



something coming out of 
the budget, and that’s what 
budget implementation 
bills are. It depends on what 
your definition of omnibus 
is ... but it will be a large, 
comprehensive bill.” 


Budget. 
Another 
omnibus bill 
fight looming 

Ottawa is gearing up for the 
second round of imple¬ 
menting Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty’s 2012-2013 
budget. 

And early indications are 
this budget implementation 
bill could be every bit as 
contentious as Bill C-38 was 
in the spring. 

Government House Leader 
Peter Van Loan said the next 
budget implementation bill 
— the legislation that enacts 
measures included in the 
budget — will be very large 
and “comprehensive.” 

It was the inclusive nature 
of the previous budget imple¬ 
mentation bill. Bill G-38, that 
provoked a 22-hour debate in 
the House of Gommons. The 
sprawling 425-page bill in¬ 
cluded a m 32 riad of changes — 
from El reform to changing 
the environmental assess¬ 
ment process to changing the 
age of eligibility for Old Age 
Security from 65 to 67. 

Opposition critics argued 
those significant changes had 
no place in the budget bill 
and should have been broken 
out and debated individually. 
Ultimately, those complaints 
fell on deaf ears, and Bill G-38 
passed through the House of 
Gommons. 

With a second omnibus 
budget bill, the Gonservatives 
would be sending the signal 
that this is the way things 
work under their majority 
mandate.

Hacking that starts before 
the bubble wrap comes off 


Built-in viruses. 

Highly-contagious bug 
connects users to a 
network of computers 
as it boots up 


A customer in Shenzhen, 
China, took a brand new lap¬ 
top out of its box and booted 
it up for the first time. But as 
the screen lit up, the comput¬ 
er began taking on a life of its 
own. The machine, triggered 
by a virus hidden in its hard 
drive, began searching across 
the Internet for another com¬ 
puter. 

The laptop, supposedly 


in pristine, super-fast, dir- 
ect-from-the-factory condi¬ 
tion, had instantly become 
part of an illegal, global net¬ 
work capable of attacking 
websites, looting bank ac¬ 
counts and stealing person¬ 
al data. 

For years, online investiga¬ 
tors have warned consumers 
about the dangers of opening 
or downloading files emailed 
to them from unknown or 
suspicious sources. Now, they 
say malicious software and 
computer code could be lurk¬ 
ing on computers before the 
bubble wrap even comes off. 

The shopper in this case 
was part of a team of Micro¬ 
soft researchers in China 
investigating the sale of 


counterfeit software. They 
suddenly had been intro¬ 
duced to a malware called 
Nitol. The incident was re¬ 
vealed in court documents 
unsealed Thursday in a fed¬ 
eral court in Virginia. The 
records describe a new front 
in a legal campaign against 
cybercrime being waged by 
the maker of the Windows 
operating system, which is 
the biggest target for viruses. 

The documents are part 
of a computer fraud lawsuit 
filed by Microsoft against 
a web domain registered 
to a Chinese businessman 
named Peng Yong. The com¬ 
pany says it is a major hub 
for illicit Internet activity. 
The domain is home base

Controversy. Some

New York City’s Board of 
Health opened up a new, ex¬ 
perimental front in the war 
on obesity Thursday, pass¬ 
ing a rule banning sales of 
big sodas and other sugary 
drinks at restaurants, con¬ 
cession stands and other 
eateries. 

The regulation, which 
was proposed in the spring 
by Mayor Michael Bloomb¬ 
erg and approved by panel 
of health experts after sev¬ 
eral months of review, puts 
a 475-millilitre (16-ounce 
size limit on cups and 
bottles of non-diet soda, 
sweetened teas, and other 
calorie-packed beverages. 

The ban will apply in 
fast-food joints, movie 
houses and Broadway the¬ 
atres, workplace cafeterias, 
and most other places sell¬ 
ing prepared food. 

It doesn’t cover bever¬ 


ages sold in supermarkets 
or most convenience stores. 

The restaurant and 
beverage industries have 
assailed the plan as mis¬ 
guided. They say the city’s 
health experts are exagger¬ 
ating the role sugary bever¬ 
ages have played in making 
Americans fat. 


One board member. Dr. 
Sixto R. Caro, abstained 
from voting. The other eight 
board members voted yes. 

“I’m still skeptical. This is 
not comprehensive enough,” 
said Caro, a doctor of inter¬ 
nal medicine who practi¬ 
ces in Brooklyn. Some New 
Yorkers have also ridiculed 


the rule as a gross govern¬ 
ment intrusion and tens of 
thousands signed a petition, 
circulated by the industry, 
voicing their opposition.

To the long list of investing 
strategies, add this; I’ll have 
what she’s having. 

That’s the idea behind Ditto 
Trade, an online brokerage for 
anyone who has a lot of faith in 
the cousin, best fiaend or neigh¬ 
bour who’s always bragging 
about their stock-trading skills. 

Attach your investment 
portfoho to theirs, and when¬ 
ever they make a trade, so will 
you. 

Ditto Trade’s CEO, Joe Fox, 
says his company will empower 
the stock-trading masses.

Diverting plastic from landfills 
and turning it into oil is now 
finally a reality. 

A machine invented in 
Japan has been installed in a 
Whitehorse recycling plant 
that can chew through 240 
kilograms of plastic every day 
and produce enough oil to 
heat about 70 homes. 

The technology is suited 
to northern Canada, where 
most homes are heated with 
oil-burning furnaces. The con¬ 
traption, which is the first 


of its kind in North America, 
looks like a mad scientist’s 
workshop and takes over an 
area roughly the size of a pool 
table at the warehouse at P&M 
Recycling. 

Plastic that has been cut 
into coarse granules is fed 
into a trough, moves through 
various tubes and chambers 
until it turns into a gas and is 
cooled. At the end, a light-col¬ 
oured oil drips from a spigot 
into a receptacle.

Looking for money to make 
your veiy own feature film in 
Canada? Well, Halifax comedy 
troupe Picnicface has a few 
ideas. 

“We had a fundraising cam¬ 
paign to get some money,” ad¬ 
mitted director Andrew Bush 
regarding Roller Town — the 
troupe’s debut comedy, which 
hits theatres September 21. 

“We were like ‘hey, if you 
want your name in the credits, 
send us twenty bucks and you 
can have any title you want as 
long as its not a real title’.” 

Innovative if nothing else, 
the imorthodox strategy cer¬ 
tainly helped create a budget 
— as well as create end credits 
that aren’t only about “12 or 15 
minutes” long but as funny the 
film itself “Some of (the credits) 
are so disgusting and terrify¬ 



ing,” laughed Bush. “One guy 
even paid a thousand bucks to 
have a picture of himself in the 
movie and we put it in.” 

A zany spoof of the extreme¬ 
ly brief fad of roUer-skating 
films that occurred “between 
the summer of 1979 and the 
winter of 1979”, RoUer Town is 
a period tale about one roller¬ 
skating wizard who stands up 


to gangsters trying to ruin the 
rinks with the on-set of addict¬ 
ive video games. “We got (the 
idea) from watching clips on 
You Tube,” said Bush referring 
to discovering kitschy film clips 
from 1979’s Skatetown USA and 
Roller Boogie. “It’s such a specif¬ 
ic genre film that hasn’t been 
touched on m this way.” 

Not unlike other comedy 


troupes such as Broken Lizard, 
Picnicface also heavily impro¬ 
vised the 1970s comedy wMch 
kept the filmmaking mostly 
stress free — even though it was 
shot in a whirlwind 17 days. 

“It was a super fun movie to 
make,” says Bush. “As a director 
watching it, I was just letting 
the actors do their thing be¬ 
cause they’re so brilliant.”

A newcomer, Meg 
Chambers Steedle, 
steals Nucky's heart 
(and the show) 
as season three 
premieres 


For the first two seasons of 
Boardwalk Empire, romance 
was elusive for Enoch “Nu- 
cky” Thompson. 

He rules Atlantic City, 
N.J., as its city father, 
major-domo mobster and, 
with this HBO drama set in 
Prohibition days, its reign¬ 
ing bootlegger. 

But never mind all that. 
Nucky (played by unlikely 
leading man Steve Buscemi) 
wants love. 

By now his overwrought 
mistress Lucy Danziger is 
history. His marriage to 
social climber Margaret 
Schroeder is over in every 
way but keeping up appear¬ 
ances. 

How nice for Nucky that 
as Season 3 begins, he has 
lost his heart (or a reason¬ 
able facsimile) to Broadway 
chorine Billie Kent. And how 
nice, too, for viewers, who 
will surely fall for the actress 
who plays her, a budding It 
Girl named Meg Chambers 
Steedle. 

Airing Sunday at 9 p.m. 
EDT, Boardwalk picks up 
the action on Dec. 31, 1922, 
as Nucky and Margaret host 
a rousing New Year’s gala. 
The entertainment: famed 


Broadway musical star Eddie 
Cantor teaming up with his 
slinky song-and-dance side- 
kick, Billie, who perform a 
fanciful number. Old King 
Tut, for the ballroom full of 
revelers. 

It’s the viewers’ first 
brush with Billie, but not 
the last. In the wee hours 
after the party, Nucky is 
seen ditching Margaret at 
home to rejoin Billie, who, 
stripped to her drawers, 
awaits him in bed at his 
boardwalk suite. 

“This is the only place I 
can truly rest my head,” says 
Nucky, resting his head in 
her lap. 

She smiles. Then she play¬ 
fully warns, “You aren’t rest¬ 
ing NOW,” before climbing 
astride him. 

This is Nucky as we’ve 
never seen him: the power 
broker as a love struck swain. 

But who can blame him? 

“Billie is really a breath 
of fresh air for him,” says 
Terence Winter, the creator 
of Boardwalk and one of its 
executive producers. “She 
represents the whole idea 
of the youth culture that 
took over the 1920s — half¬ 
bohemian, half-adventurer, 
and out to have a good time.” 

“How the writers de¬ 
scribed Billie to me was, ‘The 
second girl from the left,”’ 
Steedle says. “She’s ‘the girl 
onstage who’s not the lead, 
but the one you can’t take 
your eyes off.’ She’s fun. 
She loves the limelight. And 
she’s not where she wants 
to be: She’s moving from 
the left, trying to get to the 
centre.” 

It was Winter who wrote 


this season opener and thus 
gave birth to Billie. But you 
can thank Meg Chambers 
Steedle for giving her life. 

A 2008 graduate of North¬ 
western University’s School 
of Communications, the 
North Carolina native found 
quick success in regional 
theatre. 

Meanwhile, Boardwalk 
Empire was on her radar: 
“I grew up loving the Jer¬ 
sey shore and I love period 
dramas. I thought, ‘This 
show’s right up my alley.’” 

Then, happily, she was 
called in to audition. 

Time passed. She got a 
call back. More time passed. 

“We had her in to read 
a few times for the role,” 
says Winter, “but the role 
was sort of a tall order. We 
wanted somebody who was 
beautiful, who could sing 


and dance, and who brought 
a young, fresh, different type 
of energy. Meg was the com¬ 
plete package.” 

In discussing her. Win¬ 
ter reels off glowing adjec¬ 
tives: calm and sweet and 
funny; magnetic and charm¬ 
ing; bubbly and disarmingly 
adorable. 

During a recent inter¬ 
view, Steedle bears him out. 

Willowy at five-feet-eight, 
with luminescent brown 
eyes and a bright smile be¬ 
fitting the daughter of two 
dentists, she is buoyant and 
animated, with a hearty 
laugh and arms flung ex¬ 
pressively about her as she 
speaks. 

She landed her first 
on-camera role only last 
year, on ABC’s crime 
drama Body of Proof.

NHL Commissioner 
shows emotion in 
defending league stance: 
no deal, no season 


Darkness is about to descend 
on the National Hockey League. 

Again. 

Reiterating that the season 
won’t start until there is a new 
collective bargaining agree¬ 
ment, commissioner Gary 
Bettman offered an impas¬ 
sioned defence of the league’s 
stance Thursday as it headed 
toward its fourth work stop¬ 
page in 20 years. 

“Listen, nobody wants to 
make a deal and play hockey 
more than I do, OK?” he said 
during a news conference. 
“This is what I do. This is what 
my life is about in terms of how 
I spend most of my waking 
hours. This is really hard.

“And so you only get in¬ 
volved in this situation when 
you imderstand what the issues 
are and you know you’re doing 
the right thing for the long¬ 
term stability of our game and 
our sport. This is very hard and 
I feel terrible about it.” 

No one is holding out hope 
that an llth-hour deal will be 
struck before the CBA expires 
Saturday at midnight. Both 
Bettman and Donald Fehr, the 
executive director of the NHL 
Players’ Association, spoke in 
a manner that made another 
work stoppage seem inevitable 
after wrapping up important 
meetings with their constitu¬ 


ents. 

They have no plans to re¬ 
turn to the bargaining table 
before the deadline passes. 

Instead, it appears as if hock¬ 
ey will enter yet another work 
stoppage — with a source indi¬ 
cating that pre-season games 
will start being cancelled as 
soon as next week. Training 
camps scheduled to open Sept. 
21 v^l also soon be a casualty, 
with the first regular-season 
games not too far behind. 

Fehr said the players made 
large concessions after the en¬ 
tire 2004-05 season was wiped 
out by a lockout. Since then, 
overall revenues have grown 


dramatically. 

He asked whether it was fair 
or equitable that the owners 
want more concessions and 
reiterated that they will be 
the ones choosing to shut the 
doors. 

“The players want to find 
a way to make an agreement. 
They want to negotiate until 
we do,” Fehr, flanked by many 
of the game’s top players, told a 
packed news conference. 

Sidney Crosby, Henrik 
Zetterberg, John Tavares, 
Zdeno Chara, Henrik Limdqv- 
ist, Daniel Alffedsson and Zach 
Parise were just a handful of 
the 283 players who turned 
up in New York for two days 
of meetings. They emerged 
presenting a imited front and 
spoke with the same calmness 
as Fehr, whom they hired in 
2010 with the express purpose 
of getting a good deal in these 
negotiations.
